Corraneo, Imperialiet, who held Chibuahon
his doubtlogs ere this been driven 1rom tha
city, rnd 15 probably captured, The lutest ad-
vices irom Chihioahus say that Governor Terra-
zod wug, on the 18th ult,, within tweanty miles ol
the city, at the hend of a large foree. Corrdnen’s
s my consists o' about two thoussnd men, most
of whom are Irom Durango. Those of his men
from Chinuahna had deelared that they would
nol fight agsin<t their brothers and Governor
Terrazns, but would throw down their arms
upon bis wpproach. Judarez and bhis Cubinet are
expe -ted at Cluhuahin, ferom whieh point he
will advance into the interior,

Matters are quite lively In Sinaloa. The
French have beon for some time besieged in
Magatlan by Oorona, who is reported to have '
with him over two thousand men, all good tzht- 1
ers, (Genornl Lozada, too, hns been sent, wilh
over two thousand men, to the rehef of Magat-
lan, and hns doubtless raised the sicee, The |

Mendez to surrender. This was refused, when
the ITmperiulists broke o liole through the roof,
and threw into the room hghted fwcrols,
Mendez dlzchareed his pistol at his nssailante,
who tired 1en shots ut Mendez, killimg him ns he
lay in Lis bed, Nendoza is represanted us one
ol the most inhuman officersin cither arimy, aud
i« the fiend who assussingied the Governor ot
hillunhun abous a year ago.

OTHIR CITIRENS SEOT.

Alter the buttle the Impoerinl commander, Bar-
rance, caused to be shot Don Jesus Nevado, Don
Higinio Romero, and Don Rutael Coz, three ot
the most influential eitizens of Coschuirachie,
and imposed & wix ol two thousaud dolinrs upon
Don Jesus Palazar, one thousand dollars upon
Don Jesus Garebeo, and the ike sum upon the
gons of Mendez, The Sowmbra comments in pro-
per terms upon this barbarous act, and Mexi-
cuns are lustly indignant that an oticer ol the
Empire should ghoot a sick focitive under such
elrcumstances, and then compel bis sons to pay
a +heavy sum to cover the expenses of their
father's murder., Such sots, when sanctloned
by the authorities, tend o estrange still turther
the Government fromw the people, who beur the
yoke sullenly. and it the opportunity offers, will
wresk o bloody vengeance upon those whom
they consider their persecutors. )

The finances of the Governten! areé in 4 most
embarrnssed condition, and the Emperor s put
to great straits for money for ordinary purposes,
Diatts sent to France for funds to pay off' the
Belginn woops were retorned dishonored; and
an attempt was mnde, but failed, to obtain sui-
ficlent to pav, during Holy Week, hall the
amount due the troops. The French soldiers
are sald to have been paid by their own Govern-
ment; while the Aupstriuns and Belgians are
clumorouns for what iz due them, without any
immediate prospect of pay. The Emperor cer-
tainly has the good of Mexico at heart; but his
surroundings are such that he can effeci but
bittle, Himselt nnd Empress are personally very
popular with the inbabitants of this city; bul
there thelr popularity ends, for the country is
80 distrancted that their Majesties are unsate ont-
side the walls withont a heavy cscort. Thelr
Mujesties have ndopted a system of most rigld
economy, reduciog their own saluries, and cut-
ting down the wages in every department and
buresu ol Government, In hopes ol susb:aning
themselves in the empire, It s romored that
most of the present Ministers, who wre Mexi-
cans, are to be removed, and fheir places filled
by Frenchmen of ability and experience.

The Minlster of Blute was, by deoree ol the
Emperor of the 6th Instant, made Ministor ol
Finance, anew office created lor the poarpose,
Herelofore ench department gave its orders upon
the Finance Depurtment for whatever sums it
needed, the order being drst approved by the
Emperor, without reference o tae condiiion of
the Trensury. Under the new decree the Minis.
ter of Finanee controls such matters, and every
order must pass his eny ervision. This will, no
doubt, corréct many abuses, und save the Gov.
¢roment an immense sum annually, which wus
lost through the old slovenly mapner of trans
acting business,
